Cylinder listings 
are complete as far as I know but at the same time do not represent 
titles prepared but not issued. ED numbers refer to a file of test 
pressings stored in the third floor area of the Edison Laboratory 
building. These are all vertical cuts. There is a large grouping 
j of lateral cut tests but these had not received a similar numerical 
treatment (at least as of a few years ago). At the completion 
the appearance of this listing we hope to present a similar one 
devoted to cylinder matrix numbers and issues from 191*» through 1929

further foreword from Editor Len Kunstadtl 

OKI folks! I before we start Ray Wile's massive compilation In model dlscographlcal craftsmanship 
(Rayl what a Jobll bravol) -we would like to give you a definition of a sampling statistical entry 
(what Ray's statistics meant) which appears in the following listing. See the session for March 28, 
1928. I have picked one of my favorite Harry Reser banjo solos, "Lolly Pops" specifically because 
Sdlson'chose to, Issue It on vertical-cut, lateral-cut and cylindrical recordings. 

On Wednesday, March 28, 1928, Harry Reser recorded a banjo solo, titled "Lolly Pope*. It was 
assigned vertical matrix no. 18345. Three takes -A,B & C were made. Perhaps all were Issued on 
Kdlson's vertical catalog number 52269. On the reverse of 52269 It was coupled with matrix 18346, 
"Heebie Jeebles", also by Harry Reser (same March 28th date). Now for the "Lolly Pops" lateral 
cut recording. It was assigned matrix N156 (N stands for Needle cut) and taket, A,B,C were made. 
Although the files listed ReJ. (rejected) one or all the takes saw the light of day on lateral catalog 
number 11004. It was coupled with N157, "Heebie Jeebles". "Lolly Pope" also enjoyed cylinder 
Issuance on catalog number 5516 with an unknown take dubbed from the vertical -cut. Ray has 
informed us that he now has additional Information. At the end of this current research series he 
will provide cylinder Information for 1928 and 1929, giving cylinder matrix numbers, cylinder takes, 
the vertical disc and take that provided the sound source and the cylinder Issue number. He will even 
provide Information concerning the one Issued cylinder that was taken from a lateral -cut dlscll. 
On occalsion you may see an alphabetical take underlined (eg. A ). This means that this was the 
best take according to the company which was slated for Issue. "

We offer this month the first two of a series of old-time 
favorites, played as violin solos by a promising young artist 
of New York, Mr. Samuel Gardner. Mr. Gardner was bom 
in Russia, but came to America with his parents when two 

fears old, so he may be said to be a real American, 
fe is certainly American trained, his first teachers being 
Wintermitz and Loeffler, of Boston, and more recently Franz 
Kneisel, who has been much gratified at the recent concert and 
recital successes of his pupil. Mr. Gardner has recently been 
playing with the Kneisel Quartet, a very high honor indeed. 

These beloved old melodies are played quite expressively, 
the violinist's tone being a most beautiful one, and his ren- 
ts free from any of the " variations " which tend to spoil 
violin solos o f / the familiar ballads. 

THE VIOLINISTS: 
SAMUEL GARDNER 

The last surviving member of the famous Kneisel 
Strinp- Quartet, which rivaled the Flonzaley Quartet as 
the most famous chamber group in America in the early 
years of this century, was Samuel Gardner, who died 
January 23, 19^, at the age of 92. Sam Gardner's Victor 
black label records are mentioned by Larry Holdridge's 
note in the first issue of VRCS, the Newsletter of New 
York's Vocal Record Collectors' Society, but Gardner also 
made a few Edison cylinders and Edison Diamond Discs as 

well. 

Sam Gardner, though born in Russia, came to the U. S. 
as an infant, and all of his training came about here. 
He studied violin with Franz Kneisel, founder of the Quar- 
tet and co-concertmaster of the Boston Symphony Orchestra, 
as well as Felix Winternitz and Charles Martin Loeffler, 
the other BSO concertmas ter at the time. Since Charles M. 
Loeffler {born in Alsace, spent his childhood in Russia, 
he lived most of his life in the U. S.) was better known 
as a composer than as a violinist, one suspects Gardner 
mighty have studied composition with him as well, but Percy 
Goethcius was his principal composition teacher. Leopold 
Stokowski's recording of Loeffler' s A Pagan Poem , Op. 
(Seraphim S-600B0) is highly recommended. 

When Loeffler composed his String Quintet, Kneisel 
urged the composer to add a third violin pert "as a ges- 
ture to the boy." It Is the only string quintet I know 
of with parts for three violins; usually an extra viola or 
cello part (df. Brahms and Schubert) is added to the con- 
ventional string quartet. As a result, Gardner performed 
in the premiere of Loeffler 's work. He remembered later 
playing the second violin part as well when a regular mem- 
ber of the Kneisel Quartet. 

Sam Gardner was hastily recruited by his old teacher 
Kneisel for the quartet In 19 1^+- It seems that the reg- 
ular second violinist, Hans Letz, had been vacationing in 
Germany when the First World War broke out, and though he 
was a U. S. citizen Letz lacked documentary proof of it 
and could not return in time for the 19l!|-l5 season, 
Gardner had only a few weeks in August, 19lt to learn the 
aiartet's repertory and phrasings and bowings before go- 
ing out on the road with the Kneisel String Quartet. 

Alberto Bachmann's An Encyclopedia of the Violin 
includes a photo of the Kneisel String Quartet (without 
Gardner), as well as pictures of several other notable 
string ounrtets. The Kneisels were seated in playing 
position, but unlike the Flonzaley Quartet, their chief 
American rivals, the Kneisels used the following seating 
arrangement :

The photographs in the Bachmann book show the Joachim, 
Petri, and He llmesberger Quartets all using this seating 
arrangement. After the Kneisel Quartet broke up in 1917, 
Hans Letz, its former second violinist, formed his own 
string quartet. His cellist was the formidable Horace 
Britt, who in later years taught at the University of 
Texas. Letz's quartet also used the Kneisel seating 
pos ition.

In 1917» Sam Gardner was a founding member of the 
Klshuco Trio, together with the pianist Richard Epstein 
and the former Kneisel cellist, Willem Willeke. But by 
the time the Elshucos recorded for Brunswick, William 
Kroll had succeeded Gardner and Aurelio Giorni had taken 
Epstein's place. Willeke alone, among the founders, re- 
mained to record with the Elshucos. Willeke also made 
several solo recordings for Brunswick. 

Sam Gardner's compositions may be better known than 
his recordings. His First String Quartet was awarded the 
Pulitzer Scholarship in I9I8. He waited till I97I4. to com- 
pose a second quartet. He composed a sizeable number of 
violin exercises, that many students are familiar with, 
and his best known work for violin and piano is a series 
of musical vignettes called From the Canebrake . Both 
Jascha Heifetz and Sa£ha Jacobsen, among others, recorded 
selections from the work but Gardner himself did not. 
Gardner performed his violin concerto with the Boston 
Symphony under Pierre Monteux and the New York Philhar- 
monic under Willem Mengelberg, but, with the possible ex- 
ception of Canebrake . his major compositions are now 
largely forgotten. 

Two of Sam Gardner's recordings are very interesting. 
My copy of the arrangement he made for violin and piano of 
the third movement of Beethoven's Piano Sonata, Op. 26 is 
on an Edison etched label. He's credited with the arrange- 
ment but not with its performance. The matrix number 
(2^75-B) suggests a recording date of 1912 or 1913, earliei 
than his Victors. The other side of EDD 50205 is the Tar- 
tini Corelli Variations (2677-B), which may antedate 
Fritz Kreisler's recording. 
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The other Interesting Gardner recording is on Victor 
black label 18175> a performance of the second movement of 
Charles de Beriot'3 Concerto No. 2. De Beriot was a noted 
nineteenth century violinist-teacher-composer who, before 
he went blind, wrote no fewer than ten violin concerti. 
Until recent years de Beriot was utterly forgotten. Maud 
Powell had recorded a movement from his Seventh Concerto 

for Victor Red Seal, roughly contemporaneous with Gard- 
ner's recording, but not until an Australian group issued 
the first volume of The Belgian Violin School a few years 
ago was a complete de Beriot concerto to appear on records 
As a matter of fact both the de Beriot Concerto No. 5 and 
No. 7 appeared in this four-record set. In the summer of 

I98I4., the German label Colosseum issued a recording of the 
de Beriot Concerto No. 9> performed by Valery Gradov, a 
Russian emigre. Part of 8 set called Romantlsche Vlolln - 
konzerte . the de Beriot concerto is a charming work of 

fifteen minutes duration or so. Since Gradov 1 s is the 

only recording of the de Beriot, we have no basis of 
comparison, but I suspect more could be made of the work 
than Gradov achieves. 

Most of Sam Gardner's career revolved about the 
Chautauqua area in upstate New York. For the Chautauqua 
Centenary Celebration in 197^, he composed not only his 
Second String Quartet but also a Hebraic Fantasy for two 
violins and piano. He performed in the second work. The 
Chautauqua series of summer programs was a regular cir- 
cuit Involving lecturers, readers, musicians, and others 
who brought a breath of culture to the hinterlands of 
America at the turn of the century and long after. Radio 
ended the summer Chautauqua circuits but the original 
Festival still continues. (continued on page 12)

In our cross-referencing you may observe that we 
list possible unissued items. This research comes from an exa-nination 
of Chmura's Columbia master listings. If Little Wonder was indeed the 
recipient of an unissued Columbia recording this would add further to 
the Wilbur Sweatman LW 1092 that Geo. Blacker found, aurally auditioned, 
and confirmed to be an unissued title from the Columbia stable, thanks 
to his cross-referencing of Chmura's master listing. 
OK here we go!
